Area ready to ring 
in new year of '79

Ron Veizer, Granite City’s chief of 
police, suggests moderation as the best 
means of preventing the first day of the 
new year from being the day you had 


the accident. 

“People who have been drinking 
excessively should not drive,’’ he said. 
“They should hand the keys to their 
spouse or a friend who has not been 
drinking.” 

“Tt really isn’t too bad around here,” 
he continued. “People are staying 
pretty close to home.” 3 

You may be sure that there will be 
plenty of police protection visible in the 
Quad-Cities on New Year’s Eve. 

Their advice is that if you are 
thinking about trying to drive home and 
you have had too much to drink, don’t. 
If you drive in a dangerous manner, you 
will be arrested and taken off to jail. 

Veizer emphasized that the police 
will be out there to help citizens who 
need help. ‘If we see someone who has 
pulled off and is having trouble making 
it home, we will see to it that he gets 
home.” 

The police chief suggested that if you 
know you are going to havw to drive 
home, quit drinking at least an hour 
before you leave. Give yourself time to 
sober up a bit. Eat something then as 
well as earlier in the evening. 

He also suggested that drivers stick 
to the main streets on their way home. 
“They are well lighted and there is 
more-room to nfaneuver,’he said.

City Council members, acting on 
schedule in a series of procedures 
necessary to annex the aréa and to 
clear way for providing city ser- 
vices ist 4 development projects, 
enacted an nee ordinance by a 
unanimous vote. 

The ordinance represented the final 
step in several weeks of council 
procedures that included rezoning of 
the, tract for heavy industrial and 


business purposes, approval of an 
agreement between the city and Illinois 
Power Co., owner of the land, and 
acceptance of a new 50-year franchise 
with the utility. 

Prior to action on the annexation 
ordinance, council members also ap- 
proved Tuesday night an amendment. to 
the city's zoning law providing an M-3 
(heavy industrial) zoning. category 
which the city did not have previously. 
That ordinance also zoned part 6f ‘the 
tract for business purposes. 

Both. ordinances were given final 
passage on a suspension of the rules 
and will become effective immediately

Sister Mary Thomas said, “Even 
though it’s a tough test of a hospital’s 
performance, a Joint Commission 
survey is a voluntary effort — we asked 
them to. come.

BABSON'S BUSINESS

A year ago, our forecast for 1978 
anticipated further progress on the 
business front. 

Despite a long coal strike, an advance 
to'peak levels’ of interest rates, and the 
appalling decline in the value of the U. 
S. dollar against the stronger 
currencies. of the world, general 
business did actually display more 
staying power than had seemed at- 
tainable. 

Unfortunately, the specter of in- 
flation — about which we had warned — 
also made its presence felt during the 
past year. This cruel ‘‘hidden tax” 
proved to be a dual-edged sword: 

On the one hand, the inflation 
psychology prompted buying of durable 
goods and homes in expectation of 
higher prices, thus helping to sustain 
the powerful business pace; on the 
other hand, inflation was instrumental 
in generating the flight from the dollar 
and the consequent poor performance 
of the stock market. 

So, 1978 saw public confidence un- 
dermined by anxiety over the twin 
forces of inflation and soaring interest 
rates even while there were healthy 
advances in industrial activity, em- 
ployment, personal income, and cor- 
porate profits. 

1979—SOME LETDOWN 
FOR BUSINESS 
As 1979 makes its debut, the present 


uptrend in the business cycle is already - 


considerably longer than the average 
life span of this nation’s expansion 
phases.

This does not automatically — and of 
itself — mean that a trend reversal is 
imminent, but a cyclical upturn which 
has lasted 44 months is obviously 
vulnerable. 

After careful consideration of all 

relevant factors, the staff of Babson’s 
Reports predicts that the American 
economy will slip into a recession in 
1979. 
Until early fall, it appeared that 
enough business - vitality existed to 
sustain the economic upslant through 
the better part of 1979, or at least to 
avert a recessionary setback in the 
course of the year. 

‘The situation was changed, however, 
when the Administration and the 
Federal Reserve took radical measures 
to dampen the forces of inflation and to 
arrest the weakness of the dollar. 

The chief steps were the further 
boost in interest rates and the 
tightening of credit, plus the im- 
plication there might be further moves 
if necessary. With interest rates ex: 
tremely high, prospects are obviously 
unfavorable for such economic 
barometers as inventory accumulation, 
home building and’ general con- 
struction, business capital ex- 
penditures, and consumer purchases of 
automobiles and other high-priced 
items. 

DEEP, PROLONGED 
RECESSION UNLIKELY 

Though a recession is now more a 
distinct likelihood than a mere 
possibility, its probable severity is a 
matter of debate. 

A good deal will depend not only on 
how much additional pressure the 
nation’s leadership will bring to bear 
upon inflationary forces but also on its

Acceptance of the bid followed action 
by the aldermen to rescind a motion 
approved during the Dec. 19 council 
session rejecting all four bids. 

four bids, presented to the 
council a week’ ago, included the 
Dempsey-Adams bid of $55,125, a bid by 
William E. Brandt for $55,100, by 
Charles Lofink for $50,000 and by B. C. 
Gitcho for $49,950. 

At that time, council members acted 
on a motion to reject the bids because 
they did not reach $59,000 which was the 
amount of an appraisal made bythe 
Granite City Realty Co. for the city.

Few know that Harrison is 
a notary; there is no sign or 
advertising to draw your 
attention. 

He has been a notary for 
longer than most, but rarely 
charges for the service. “I 
never made my living with 
the notary’s. seal,” he says. 
“I kept the commission — 
renewing it every four years 
— to be able to help my 
friends and clients.” 

Evelyn Bowles, Madison 
County clerk, knows of no 
one who has been witnessing 
signatures longer. 

Harrison still uses the seal 
that he used when he was 
first commissioned in 1918. 
“It is made of steel,” he said 
with pride. “These days, 
they are mostly plastic. I 
have had to change the 
heads, but I like this old seal, 
so I will hang onto it.” 

The notary’s seal is one of 
the tools that enables 
Harrison to be of service to 
people. He also uses an 
adding machine and a 
typewriter. For almost as 
many years as he has been a 
notary, Harrison has been 
helping folks with their tax 
returns.

Over the years, Harrison 
noticed that most of his tax 
clients had little in the way of 


savings to report at tax time. 
That fact worried the young 


accountant and he began to 
advise those clients that they 
should be saving and in- 


vesting some of their ear-" 


nings. 

Harrison has developed 
what he says is an easy way 
to save money and make it 
work for the people he 
serves. ‘There is no dif- 
ference between a man who 
earns $12,000 and a man who 
earns $50,000 a year if they 
both spend it all,’”’ he said. 
“Of course, the one -who 
makes $50,000 will live a 
little higher on the hog.” 

Saving money, according 
to Harrison, is an easy 
matter if you really want to 
do it.

The veteran adviser 
contends that people who do 
not save any money fail to do 
so either because they don’t 
want to or because they don’t 
know how.

In this manner, according 
to Harrison, your money will 


grow with little effort on 
your part. ‘‘You'll never get 
very rich just by working,” 
he said. 

“On the other hand, if 
during your working years 
you set aside a portion of 
your income for investment, 
your working years will be 
shortened considerably and 
you will be able to retire with 
the security you desire.” 

The advice he dispenses, 
like the notary certification, 
is given free most of the 
time.

Student enrollment for fall

The on-campus credit 
enrollment was 10,633, 
representing a 4.7 percent 
decrease from last year’s on- 
campus enrollment of 11,162. 

University officers said 
the decrease in enrollment is 
due in large part to 
tightening of academic 
standards, housing shor- 
tages in the area and the 
declining number of students 
eligible for veterans 
educational benefits.

Yegterday against Cen- 
tral, “Madison looked like a 
world-beater early, blowing 
the Cougars out with a first 
quarter spurt that saw them 
claim a 26-12 lead after the 
stop.

A grant from the Illinois 
Department of Corrections 
in the sum of $172,000 was 
approved by the BAC 
trustees. 

The grant funds a variety 
of vocational-technical 
programs at the Menard 
Correctional Center. The 
funding period is .from 
August 1978 to August 1979. 

A child-sitting service will 
be made available to 
students of BAC as soon as 
space is found for it. The 
students proposed a plan for 


«such a service to the trustees 


at the late December 
meeting. . 

Although there is presently 
no place for the baby-sitting 
service, Board Member, 
Robert Dintellman of 
Belleville said, “I think we 
can find the space.” 

The service is not planned 
as a licensed day care 
center, but only as a baby- 
sitting service during the 
hours that parents are in 
class, 

The proposal asked that a 
full-time director be em- 
ployed and that other 
workers be hired under the 
college’s work-study 
program. There would be 
one worker for each five 
children cared for. 

The initial service would, 
according to the plan, be 
limited to 15 children. 
Dintellman said the limit is 
too restrictive and that the 
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administration should look 
into the possibility of 
providing for more children 
at one time. 

The child-sitting service 
would be supervised by the 
Student Services Area of the 
college. 

No change will be made in 
the monthly third Thursday 
meeting prior to a 
reorganization of the Board 
of Trustees after the April 
election. 

Some trustees have ex- 
perienced conflicts between 
the meetings and other 
obligations, but the vote last 
week delayed any possible 
change in meeting dates 
until May, at the earliest. 

What jis presently being 
used as a’ construction road 
at Belleville Area College 
will be an access road to the 
campus off Greenmount 
when construction of Phase 
Three is completed. 

Gene Hausman, of WHGK 
Architects, reported that 
basement footings are in 
place in the college’s final 
building phase, and that 
approximately 100 cubic 
yards more concrete will be 
required in the footings than 
was originally planned, due 
to soil conditions. 

Additional costs for the 
concrete, the work and the 
supervision was estimated at 
$18,000 to $20,000. 

Hausman said the con- 
tractors have received good 
breaks with the weather and 
that two-thirds of the 
basement wall and some 
columns have been poured. 
The contractors hope to 
place some of the concrete 
floor before the real on- 
slaught of winter. 

Some problems in running 
sewer lines under Green- 
mount Road are being ex- 
perienced because of the soil 
conditions, and extra ex- 
pense may be necessary 
there. 

The job is being monitered 
by the Illinois Capital 
Development Board, which 
has approved payments to 
contractors, so far, of 
$386,313 out of a total cost of 
$3,192,000. More than $2% 
million of the cost of the final 
campus project is being 
provided by federal grants. 

Municipal elections as well 
as community college 
elections will -be conducted 
as they have been in the past, 
at least during 1979 and 1980, 
it was noted. 

Attorney Norman Nold 
told the board that the 
consolidated election law 
will not go into effect prior to 
Dec. 1980. 

Two seats on the BAC 
board will be filled in April 
1979. The terms of Robert 
Dintellman of Belleville and 
Milton ‘Smith of Mascoutah 
are up in 1979. Neither 
trustee has indicated 


whether he intends to run for | 


re-election at this time. 
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An evaluation document 
for BAC administrators was 
approved by the college 
trustees last week. The 
evaluation instrument, 
which Board Chairman Curt 
Eckert called “‘a big step in 
the right direction,” requires 
a twice-yearly evaluation of 
administrators, with 
probationary periods for job 
Performance deficiencies. 

Heart of the evaluation 
instrument is the college’s 
“PIE” plan, which stands 
for Planning for Institutional 
Excellence. 

The plan ties  ad- 
ministrative duties to the 
college’s overall planning 
document. 

Additional areas to be 
evaluated are basic job 
performance and. personal 
qualities, such as working 
relations, acceptance of 
responsibility, and education 
and development activities.

One of the leading causes 
of blindness in Illinois will be 
the target Jan. 9 when the 
Lions Mobile Screening Unit 
comes to Granite City. 

Glaucoma is an eye 
.disease without noticeable 
symptoms in its early 
stages, but one with 
inevitable progress toward 
blindness unless it is 
detected and treated in time, 
authorities say. Glaucoma is 
most prevalent among 
adults. 

The Lions tests will be 
given free of charge from 9 
a.m, to 12 noon at the Granite 
City Township Building, 2060 
Delmar Ave. 

Staffing the unit will be 
local Lions volunteers 
headed by Roger Franck and 
local nursing volunteérs, Pat 
McElvoy, Stephanie Dunn 
and Pat Johnson, plus 
medical persennel to per- 
form the actual screening.

No appointments are 
necessary for the tests, 
which takes only a few:

degree of determination. To back off 
too soon or to fail to administer enough 
Pressure could allow inflation to regain 
momentum quickly, perhaps 
necessitating subsequent measures far 

+ more harmful to the economy than a 
job properly done at this time. 

With the economy at its present 
extremely high level, the anti-inflation 
game plan will not produce traumatic 
consequences. Babson’s foresees, in- 
stead, a winding down in the business 
tempo of sufficient intensity and 
duration to qualify technically as a 
recession — that is, at least two suc- 
cessive calendar quafters of 
backtracking in national output. 

We look for the real gross national 
product (output of goods and services 
(ex inflation) to record slippages in the 
second and third quarters of 1979 after a 
fairly decent opening quarter, with a 
recovery beginning sometime in the 
final three months. Should the scenario 
work out this way, the 1979 recession 
could as well be described as a ‘‘no 
growth” period, mild in comparison 
with other recessions in our past 
history. 

Of course, there is bound to be some 
disruption, but this would be a small 
price to pay compared with what might 
happen if inflation were allowed to run 
unchecked. 

PLENTY OF WORRIES— 
HOPES TOO 

There may be as many reasons for 
public uneasiness in 1979 as there were 
in 1978. Prices will rise further — 
though not as sharply as in the past 
year,— and there will naturally be 
concern about the effectiveness of the 
battle against inflation. 

Also, the diminution of business 
vitality will spawn fears about possible 
layoffs, reduced job openings, and less 
hefty pay checks because’ of cur- 
tailments in overtime and shorter 
workweeks. In a year chock-ful of key 
labor contract bargainings, the threat 
of strikes will be much in evidence. 

There could, of course, be some 
optimistic influences. If anti-inflation 
efforts make some headway, for 
example, the status of the dollar could 
improve, lifting the confidence of in- 
vestors and businessmen. 

GROSS NATIONAL PRODUCT 

Gross national product — on the basis 
of current dollars — will undoubtedly 
trend higher, owing principally to in- 
flation. But the gain will be sub- 
stantially less than that of 1978. 

Activity in the credit-dependent 
sectors of the economy will slow, and 


government spending for most of the 
twelve months ahead will be more 
restrained than in past recessions, 
reflecting the new-found concern of the 
electorate with paring public spending ~ 
and achieving tax relief. 

How long this attitude will last under 
recession pressures remains to be seen 
...and especially the effects upon the 
country’s legislators at all ‘levels. 
Though the economy may stutter 
during some of 1979, the real GNP (with 
inflation factored out) Still ought to be 
able to manage a sliver of an increase 
of about 2 percent for the year as a 
whole. 
INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION 

Despite price inflation along a broad 
front and the sequence of step-ups in 
borrowing costs in 1978, the urge to act 
before prices advanced even further 
brought sales of cars and houses last 
year to a higher level than one would 
have thought likely. 

Since consumer demand in these — 
and a number of other fields 
represented at least to some degree an 
advance siphoning from 1979 markets 
and the incurring of debt in the process, 
the task of duplicating last year’s 
results seems formidable. 

With interest rates now even higher 
and credit supplies tighter, the task for 
the next 12 months will be even more 
arduous. Babson’s forecast for in- 
dustrial production in 1979, therefore, is 
for a moderate — around 2 percent — 
backslide from 1978 levels. 

Strong showings in output of tran- 
sportation equipment, military goods, 
and computer equipment — plus a 
rebound in coal mining — should help to 
prevent a more painful slump in total 
industrial production. 

BUSINESS INVENTORIES 

The economy will not receive any 
upward impetus from business in- 
ventory accumulation during much of 
1979. Management’s thinking on this 
matter will reflect the high cost of 
borrowed money, while the need tc 
stockpile will diminish as industrial 
activity slackens. There are, of course, 
bound to be sporadic inventory build- 
ups owing to possible labor disputes, 
but these will give way to liquidations 
once the danger is over. 

For the coming year, the key con- 
sideration is that the country will not be 
confronted with an economic ad- 
justment either caused by or intensified 
by top-heavy inventory positions. The 
need to liquidate redundant inventory 
holdings has spawned many a cyclical 
business down-phase in the past. 

But during the last three and a half 
years, businessmen have by and large 
kept their inventory positions lean. So, 


while inventory policies will not impart ~ 


much stimulus, to business in ’79, 

neither will they drag it down. 
BUSINESS CAPITAL 
EXPENDITURES 

Business outlays for new plant and 
equipment lagged markedly in the 
early stages of the economic advance 
that began in the spring of 1975. 

This was perfectly normal since there 
was an abundance of productive 
capacity at that time. Over the past two 
years, however, capital expenditures 
have gained momentum as climbing 
production rates have increasingly 
strained plant facilities. 

Rising operating costs and the 
exigencies of complying with en- 
vironmental quality regulations have 
also spurred spending for more ef- 
ficient equipment. But the upspurt in 
the cost of borrowed funds has adverse 
implications for capital investments. 

For 1979, the staff of Babson's 
Reports expects only a modest in- 
crement instead of another smart in- 
crease — perhaps amounting to 3 
percent in real terms and about 10 
percent with inflation included. Yet, 
outlays will still run at a brisk tempo, 
sustained by hefty backlogs. 

THE LABOR FRONT 

1979 faces a busy schedule of labor 
negotiations involving a number of 
important industries such as 
petroleum, trucking, auto, electric 
products, and rubber. 

The voluntary wage-price restraints 
will undergo stern tests in these 
bargaining sessions. Labor groups have 
expressed disapproval of the 7 percent 
ceiling on wage hikes and fringe gains 
combined. 

They will acquiesce only if the lid is 
applied to direct wage increments 
alone and if living costs are restrained. 
It is too early to rule out formal controls 
on pay rates and prices, 

BUILDING AND CONSTRUCTION 

Residential building enjoyed a 
banner year in 1978. Generally 
available mortgage credit — though at 
costly rates — kept housing starts 
extremely high, 

Added to the need for shelter dictated 
by population pressures was the im- 
petus to home building stemming from 
the inflation psychology 

Now that mortgage rates have 
reached levels making home owner- 
ship more difficult, and tighter bank 
credit has adversely impacted mor- 
tgage money supplies, home building 
faces a slower year. 

Babson’s is forecasting a decline 
from around 2 million units in the 
private sector for 1978 to some 1.6 
million for 1979.

In heavy construction there will be 
little real growth. Government and 
corporate budgets are under stress, and 
building costs have risen significantly. 
A sharp letdown, however, is not an- 
ticipated. 

CORPORATE PROFITS— 
DIVIDENDS 

Business profits recovered from an 
opening-quarter loss owing principally 
to the effects of the coal strike; and the 
balance of 1978 experienced excellent 
Operating results. 

But 1979 will not see a repeat of the 
Past year’s outstanding achievement in 
corporate profits. Militating against it 
will be further cost advances, slower 
business conditions, the restraints on 
price ~boosts, and the widespread 
Tepercussions of the seemingly 
unavaidable OPEC hike in oil prices. 

Babson’s is projecting for 1979 as a 
whole only a slight upshading in cor- 
porate profits after taxes, and even this 
will be mostly the result of the slight 
paring of federal corporate income 
taxes.

After three successive years of 
healthy employment gains, easing 
conditions in a number of large job 
sources will restrict 1979's increment to 
only token proportions. 

During the recession we expect, the 
number of jobholders. could shade off, 
but the frightening rash of layoffs 
which occurred in late 1974 and early 
1975 is not in the cards for 1979. 

Nevertheless, there will be some gain 
in the number of jobless workers as 
well as in the unemployment rate. 

The latter will, in fact, work its way 
back up over the 7 percent mark of the 
civilian labor force, even though it was 
pushed back to 5.7 percent in mid-1978. 
The real problem will not be layoffs but 
rather not enough job openings to ab- 
sorb the additions to the nation’s labor 
force. 

PERSONAL INCOME 

With no massive employment 
dislocations expected, the uptrend in 
personal income should continue next 
year.

The tightening of credit will not let up 
for some months; and the rise in in- 
terest rates seems destined to persist 
well into this winter or even into the 
spring of 1979. : 

Right now, we look for the prime 
lending rate of the nation’s leading 
commercial banks to peak around the 
12 percent mark, but a rapid and sharp 
subsequent turnaround is not likely. 

We do not, however, anticipate the 
awesome economic disruptions caused 
by credit crunches of the past dozen 
years or so, 

STOCK AND BOND OUTLOOK 

Concern over the U. S. dollar’s poor 
showing against stronger foreign 
currencies and the frightening climb in 
money rates in 1978 frustrated the stock 
market’s attempts to sustain its up= 
ward drives. 

At present, with the economy 
seeming fated to slip into a recession, 
the 1979 stock market outlook appears 
discouraging to many investors. * 

Yet Babson’s Reports expects im- 
provement in the status of the dollar. 
and in the nation’s balance of trade to 


révitalize investment sentiment. 

And at some point the stock market 
will likely commence to discount 
economic recovery after the recession. 
So, with many stocks trading at very 
low multiples of their latest twelve- 
month earnings and even relative to 
their probable profits for the year 
ahead, forward-looking investors will 
find a wide selection of opportunities in 
common stocks and convertible 
securities. 

The Babson Staff expects the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average in 1979 to hold 
in the same range as in 1978. But if 
headway is made toward curbing in- 
flation, bolstering the dollar, and im- 
proving our trade balance, the DJIA 
could well launch a drive which would 
carry it into new high ground. 

With interest rates nearing a peak, 
the bond market should also give a 
better account of itself in the ,year 
ahead. 

In coming months, investors in need 
of strengthening their position in fixed- 
income investments will have ample 
opportunity to acquire bonds and . 
preferred stocks that provide attractive 
yields.
